THE doctrine of the New York Court of Ap- 
peals’ decision denying that the police power of 
a State extends to the prohibition of the manu- 
facture of counterfeit butter, isa novelty, a 
new departure, at variance with a great mass 
of decisions, State and National. It takes the 


broad ground that a State Legislature cannot 


make a previously lawful occupation unlawful, 
unless it can first satisfy the judicial authority 
that such prohibition is necessary for the 
common welfare.” This doctrine would make 
prohibitory liquor laws valid in States where 
the State Supreme Court considers th em néces- 
sary for the common welfare, and void where 
the State Supreme Court is opposed to Pro- 


hibition. In other words, the New York decis- 


ion would transfer to the judiciary the political 
and legislative power of declaring what is for 
the common welfare and what against it. But 
all previous decisions, including those of the 
United States Supreme Court, have distinctly 
conceded the decision of the public welfare 
question to the legislative authority, and dis- 
tinctly affirmed its power to prohibit whatever 
previously lawful occupation it decides to be 
destructive of health, morals, or the general 


welfare. —

Mark Twain as a Pensioner, 

A morning paper has the following characteristic 
story of Mark Twain: 

Mark Twain has turned up in the Pension Office 
as an applicant for a pension, and quite naturally 
his application isso worded as to seriously inter- 
rupt the business of the bureau. It seems Mr. 
Samuel Clements of Elma, N. Y., was an applicant 
for a pension on account of rheumatism, sore eyes 
and some other troubles. On June 29 Commissioner 
Black wrote Mr. Clements that the application was 
rejected, because it did not state a pensionable dis- 
ability. It seems Senator Hawley of Connecticut 
had something to do with the application, and the 
day before Gen. Black's letter was written he wrote 
to Mr. Clements at Elma, N. Y,, congratulating 
him on the allowance of the pension, thinking it 
had been favorably considered. Now it happens 
that Mark Twain, otherwise Samuel L. Clements, is 
at present at Eimira, N. V., and Hawley's postal 
card, a8 well as Black's letter, went to Samuel 
Clemens at Elmira, instead of Samuel Clements at 
Eima. The result was the following letter: 


Tan LETTER. 
Exutra, N. V., July 8. 188.—John C. Black, esq,, 
Commissioner: Drar Sir—I have not applied for a 
peusion. Ibave often wanted a pension—often, 
ever so often I may say; but inasmuch as the only 
military service I performed during the war was 
in the Confederate army, I have always felt a deli- 
cacy about asking youforit. However, since you 
have 8 the thing yourself, I feel strength- 
ened. haven't any very pensionable diseases my 
self,but I cau furnish a substitute, a man who is just

I know aman that 
I would load up with it pretty early. Lord! We 
all of us feel that way sometimes. I've seen the 
day when—but never mind that; you may be busy. 
Just land it to Hawiey —the certilicate, you under- 
stand, if not transferable.

Tax-Dodging in Lllinoils, 
From the Chicago Herald. 

There are faults in the existing revenue laws, but 
the failure equitably to assess for taxation is not 
chargeable wholly upon the law itself, but mostly 
upon its administration. It is evaded by the rich, 
especially by corporations that can afford to em- 
ploy lawyers to drive their coach and four through 
its provisions, and the burden of taxation is made 
to fall upon those who cannot afford personally or 
by proxy to watch the various procésses of aasess- 
ment, apd who would rather pay than stand 
charged with perjury or even with specious mis- 

Corporations are the notorious and persistent 
dodgers, and the State Board of Equalization is 
generally employed by them as an instrument for 
clinching the low assessment on tangible property 
which they have succeeded in securin from local 
assessors. . 

Take, by way of illustration and dontrast, the as- 
sessment on the personal property alone of Mar. 
shali Field & Co. in their two stores, and the whole 
property, real, personal, franchises, everything 
owned by Pullman's Palace Car Company. Mar- 
shail Field & Co. own two stores. Their assess- 
ment is $600,000, the largest levied in Illinois upon 
personal property. The précise value of this per- 
sonal property, the profits upon the business of 
Marshall Field & Co, the Herald does not atten:pt 
to indicate, but it assumes generally that, as assesu- 
meuts go, it is fair and equitable. The value of the 
Pullman properties is easily ascertainable, both 
from thé report of the company and the quotations 
of the Stock Exchange. It has a capital stock of 
$16,000,000, worth $18,560,000. It reports ass of 
more than $25,000,000. The great bulk of its prop- 
érty isin Illinois. Pullman alone and its environ- 
ment is set down as worth $6,434,000, It reports 
the value of lumber and other material on hand at 
“two millions and a quarter. Is nad a cash balance 
of a quarter of a million. Its net earnings were re- 
ported to be two and a half millions. Yet its as- 
sessment in Illinois in 1884 was but $493,000, $144,000 
ot which was assessed at Springfleid by the

They Live Under the Czar. 


Low Wages, Badly Ventilated Fac- 
tories—What it Costs the Laboring 
Man to Live in Muscovy—The Price 
of Marriage — How Strikes Are 
Treated—Russian Women and Their 
Work. 


American artisans have several very great ad- 
vantages over their brethren throughout Europe. 
They live in comfort and even luxury, and they are 
not oppressed. They can pay their way, and are 
as independent as their masters. These benefits, 
although they are a little apt to generate false 


pride, and, perhaps, a somewhat too obtrusive ia- 


dependence, also promote self - respect. which, in its 
turn, bears a rich fruit of honesty, good workman- 
ship, and the ambition without which work is fu- 
tile aud success improbable. European workers, 
as a rule, are without any of these motive powers 
from the need of the “first great cause,” 
money. In Russia this is peculiarly no- 
ticeabie, for there the working classes are 
ground down ‘by the triple heel of 
church, state and an absolute monarchy. The se- 
cret police are ever amongst them. No man knows 
whether or not his next door neighbor or the man 
who works beside him in the factory isa spy. They 
are miserably paid, badly fed and worse lodged, and 
altogether life is to them a burdep too heavy to be 


borne. | 
The character and condition of the laboring class- 
es in Russia is better off in the Baltic provinces and 
Finland than in Russia proper. The labor condi- 
tions of the latter may be said to be whoily peculiar 
to that Empire. Wages throughout the country are 
much lower than those which rule in Continental 
Europe. The general condition of the working 
classes is one of poverty or want. They do not, as 
a rule, save anything, most parents being supported 
in their old age by their children, This filial devo-~ 
tion is one of the noblest characteristics of the 
Russian laboring classes. 
THE WAGE STATISTICS OF RUSSIA 
were given with those of other 
as com pared with America 
Post-Dispaton of Saturday last. 
It is difficult to establish an average rate of wages, 
in consequence of the different methods prevailing, 
both as to work and payment. In some factories, 
mechanics are jod and fed, earning but nominal 
wages; in others they are lodged, but not fed; 
others again pay by the piece. The principal in- 
dustries of the country appear to be giass-works, 
and rope and cordage factories. In the former, the 
workers earn from twenty-nine cents to fifty-five 
cents per day of ten hours, with lodging and fuel in 
the factory. In the leading glass works the hands 
earn from $57 to $86 40 per annum, with food and 
lodging in the building. This system of feeding 
and lodging employes in the factories prevails in 
Russia. Its object is doubtless twofold, viz.: to 
provide steady workers, and to hold men 
aloof from rival industries, as well as to preserve a 
certain amount of secresy about the works. It 
naturally involves the almost cemplete dependence 
of the workers upon their employers. Master work- 
men in these glass factories earn from $46 to $65 
r month; overseers, assorters and cler«s, from 
16 80 to $48 per month. 
THE COST OF LIVING IN RUSSIA 
is as difficult to estimate as the rates of wages. 
Many of the married meu who work in St. Peters- 
burg have their families living in villages, while 
they themselves live in the city. With free lodging 
fuel. a manufacturer estimated that a laborer 
can live in St. Petersburg on 9 cents a day. Cotton 
operators are supposed to consume food and cioth- 
ing to the et Se per month; 1 
$384; childten, $3 88. he 
lassworker’s family are 
16 to. 8 Por month. 
Inthe country these operatives have rents free in 
“barracks.” St. Petersburg and Moscow they 
pay 48 cents per month rental. The general condi- 
tion, of the working classes is one of poverty and 
Their manner of life, their homes, food, 
are extremely primitive, not to say 
ed; and drink absorbs every sttperfiuous co- 
gen They have few, if any, chances of bettering 
eir condition, and the influences surrounding 
them are generally bad, yet their physical conditiod 
is far better than their moral one.

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Is IT ASIATIC CHOLERA? 
Harlem Doctors Puzzled Over a Case With 
Suspicious Symptoms. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yor, July 17.—Patrick Reilly, a laboring man 
who with his wifeand family occupies one of the 
small houses on the north side of One Hunared and 
Nineteenth street between Fifth and Madison ave- 
nues, popularly known as “Shantytown,” was taken 
iu on Wednesday after partaking of an ordinary din- 
ner, and, during yesterday and upto a late hour 
last night was supposed to be in a dying condition. 
The physicians who attended him, while hesitating 
to pronounce the case one of genuine Asiatic chol- 
era, both express the opinion that a careful diagno- 
sis of the case showed all the peculiar symptoms 
of the plague. The case was reported to the Board 
of Health and a thorough examination will be 
made to-day into all thé circumstances connected 
with the case. 

DR. WILLIAM 8. FLEMIXG 
of East One Hundred and Twenty-third street, 
near Third avenue, who first treated Reilly, said to 
a WORLD reporter last sight that his patient was 
attacked on Wednesday with cholera morbus sy mp- 
toms, violent cramps, purging and vomiting. An 
examination of the excreta showed that it was of 
the peculiar rice color, recognized as a distinct 
symptom of Asiatic cholera. Dr. Fleming wrote a 
prescription, and, an account of the peculiarly 
alarming symptoms, sent a telegram to the Healta 
Board. Up to last evening he had not heard that 
the Healta officers had taken any steps towards an 
investigation of the case.

TAX DODGERS. 


Why the Moderately Wealthy Bear 
the Public Burden in Tlinois. 


A Sleeping-Car Concern That Gets Off 
in Fine Style. 


From the Chicago Heraid, 

Every person who gives study to public revenue 
matters in Illinois quickly becomes convinced that 
something is wrong with the system or with the 
Officials whose duty it is to make assessments and 
equalizations under the law. The science of prop- 
erty valuations, in the nature of things, can never 
be an exact science. No matter how great the 
honesty of purpose and zeal in execution there will 
de more or less unevenness, One individual will 
bear more than his share of the public burden, 
while another bears less. If these inequalities were 
of slight character, the valuations as a whole ap- 
proximating the standard as closely as possible, no 
one would complain. But when injustice most 
outrageous prevails year after year, and always in 
one direction, with one class of taxpayers always 
suffering and another always escaping, it is time 
much were said and some things done. Still worse, 
the class of taxpayers that escape their just pro- 
portion of the burden are the Very ones best able 
to pay their whole share, while those who are com- 
pelied to make up for the deficiency of others are 
the persons upon whose prosperity depends the 
prosperity of tlie community, and upon 
whom and their dependents the taxgather- 
ers hand falls with double weight. It is well that 
by common consent the very poor pay little. But 
it is not well that the influence of great wealth 


should always be sufficiently powerful to secure 
immunity for itself at the expense of more mod- 
erate properties. Year after year, it seems, the 
influence of wealth in legislation and upon the 
performance of official duty becomes greater and 

reater. The influence of great wealth is powerful 
fn itself, like the gravity of a ponderous body, but, 
when in addition to this natural gravity the men 
in control of wealth are greedy and skilled in the 
atts of grasping and overbearing, they become 
public enemies, and their possessions a menace to 
the right of equality which all property-owners and 
tax-payers are supposed to enjoy. 

Asa matter of course, tax-shirking is much 
easior for the large corporation than for the indi- 
vidual merchant or mauufacturer. Usuaily the 
corporation's interests are diversified and its 
property scattered. Its bookkeeping is peculiar, 
and the value of its possessions not easy ascer- 
tained. Just valuation of the large corporation 
would put upon it the payment of so much tax 
that it can afford to sche:ne for an unjust valua- 
tion. Toooftenitis mot satisfied with ordinary 
—— but the men in control of it are willing 
to descend to direct or indirect bribery, or to the 
flagrant use of money or abuse of authority, in an 
effort to secure the election ot one of their owa 
employes or tools“ to the position of assessor. 

Whiie the corporation finds it to its advantage to 
seek to influence assessments, a corruptly, aud 
by hiring attorneys or manipulating primaries and 
elections, the individual or ordinary firin does not. 
The firm and individual, not so largely interested, 
think it better to eudure aad pay waatever may be 
put upon them. They regard that as the least of 
the two evils. And the average Assessor, as may 
be easily imagined, soon acquires skill in his work. 
He knows just how hard to hit the individual or 
firm, and just now lentent to be with the man or 
corporation of great wealth. It is his endeavor to 
keep the valuaiious of tue former just within the 
bounds of eadurance, and to cut the latter as iow 

7 may dare to do in the face of public opiniou 
aod the tical hereafter. For se reasons it 
comes t that the real taxpayers are the middie 
classes. The ony nave little to pay upon, ibe rich 
have much, but shirk more than half of their just 
burden, and the moderately weaithy—the mercaant, 
the manufacturer, the homesteader, the small 
holder of real estate—carry the bulk of the load. 

Tae West Division railway Comp may be 
taken as a sample case. .hecompany is not a 
netorious tax-shirker. In the language ofa public 
official who knows whereof he speaks, Jones finds 
it as cheap to pay up as to kick, and less worrying.

The Court does not think the defendant had a lien 
at the time he commenced his replevin suit, but had 
Waived it by allowing the wagon to be taken out of 
his possession without asserzing his lien. It was 
admitted that the wagon was the separate property 


of Mra. Wilson, and by the amendment of section 
8296 Revised Statutes in the Session Acts of 1883, 
she was given the power, without join 
lug her husband, to institute and main- 
tam any action for the recovery of 
such property with the same force and effect as if 
she was a femme sole. A strict reading of the 
amendment might confine its application to cases 
in which she was a party plaintiff. But the Court 
thinks the construction too narrow. The law hav- 
ing given ber tuis property as her separate proper- 
ty, the amendment was intended to give ber tue 
full right to protect and defend her title aud pos- 
session in like manner as if she were sole. Defend- 
ing a repievin suit is a proceeding tur recovery of 
the possession of property taken under roplevin 
roceédings. If the defense is su ul the de- 
endaut réevovers on of the property or re- 
covers juugment foriw value. If Mrs. Wiison, 
however. appear and defended 
that suit on her title, without having formally been 
made a party, the judgment would have conciuded 
her. The first suit was against the bailee of Mrs 
Wilson. She not only appeared and uefended on 
her title, but was formally made co-defendant. 
Haviug under the amendment of the law thé power 
to appear, without being joined by her husba.id, 
the .judgment concluded her, and it not satisfied 
with that judgmeut she shouid have appealed.

Speaking of the out- 
look for the future the agents are almost universal 
in the belief thata very decided and welcome im- 
provement will be noted in the fall. They believe 
that business generally will revive then and that the 
reaction in real estate will be even greater than that 
in other lines of business. Restored confidence 
will open the purses of investors and a very large 
proportion of their at present idle accumulations 
will be applied to the purchase of St. Louis lands, 
In renting there was a little falling off during the 
week, but not more so than is usual at this season 
of the year. Loaning was, onthe whole, dull, and 
the proportion of advances made at 6 per cent was 

larger than has occurred for several weeks.
